sulting both sides, for I maintain that the ansrrars W^T? they are found will 
be those that are closely united to both . In fact I fool Religion and Science 
mst walk hand in hand in every form of research, or the world'Aufuture is in 
a very sad state of affairs. Any Science that Ignores tho great inner spi.. 
ritual force and make up of o^nklnd is doomed to destroy itself and thoworld 
with it. particvilarly in thv» groat strides which have boon made within the 
last hqlf century . 

It is here I feel vq as research workers make tho greatest mistake lii trying 
to divorce the two. cannot dony or ignoro tho groat inner spiritual urge 

which lies within humanity, nor can wa overlook the great force that the belief 
in religion has on mankind. T^Sie wo can' ignoro it. but it does not wipe it out 
it moroly avoids it, until somo crisis arrises which demands its attention. 

I have never heard a programme or conducted one where afair peroentageof the 
quoationa have not hinged around soae religious quos'tlon. As leader of UFQPXA 
which claims to be open minded we have tried to answon them as best wo can 
for wo bclivo MCRY one has the right to hisopinion and his VIEW on Saucers 
and if that view is connected with his roll^cus beliefs then wo have no right 
to belittle him or ignore it. wo call curaelvos Investigators we should be 
prepared to dig into EVERY angle ftom which an answer may come, and tho re¬ 
ligious one is far too big to be ignored, for sooner or Intef it will rise and 
hit us. one way or tho other, side stepping it is not answering it. 

Tho very fact that we so openly try to side stop it. proves to the enquirer 
we do not have an answer, or that we are AFRAID to give a genuine logLcal 
one, to the quoetlon put to us. 

^o same thing goes for the nasty incidents of saucer history in reports 
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No honest investigator can deny that there have hoen sotoe very strange and na& 
reports of incidents which take some |>rotty good explaining, particularly is ou^' 
view is slanted to that of the peaceful, intontions of our visitors from space. 

Thefee ara hot bhly'the recent cases, but ciuito a fow which have been forgotten 
or not ]ai07in about, simply because wo have among us now ma^ groups wd leaders 
too , <rh6 tb“be'honest are quito NETT to many of tho saucer'history incidents 
and therefor their viovrs and opinions are based, only on that which is knoim to , 
them, "to'these I suggest getting some of the first books written and road them 
( If available still )?. Better still dlfe up some of ^he Pioneers in yoiir area 
or country. ( Read last Edition Editorial ) mn^^ of whom have been literally push¬ 
ed out or personally withdrew, to make place for tho BRIGHTER??? more scientific 
brains , more, objective , more co-operative, more self seeking class to take over.| 

Vhat a mine of information can be had from some of them • Its time some 6^‘their 
knowledge and oa^eriencos , etc etc, were recorded in some way. perhaps taped, 
before they pass on . lest it be lost. 

Thoir experiences would be invaluable to those who have the courage to dig deep 
into t :,e saucer mysteries, the things v/hich explain WH? there rea nasty incidents 
and which are so contra to the more peaceful visits and contacts made. ^ ! 

Surely there must be an expanation of these. .Of course there is. but it requires I 
deep digging, and of a type that those who PROFESS to be so objective and scinti-^ 
fic. immediately recoil from , because it would hurt there prestige, or may be 
their social position.

I feel the challenge to us for future work is to endovour to find out what 
these people think and why.

Earth jTa'probably not the only planet where life-exists 
In our oypca^lar -system, Veijus resembles -t^e Earth lin many 
ways. Our twin planet has an extensive atmosphere, and bjeingg 
closer to the sun, it has a very hot climate. With powerful 
telescopes we have observed the heavy layers clouds drifting 
ahross its surface. We have measured the composition of gases 
tha'f’make theSe^ cibudis-“and ^hS Venusian atmosphere. We have 
estimiite’^d its density. From these ^ conclude that we® 

Gah land ^n Venus with vehicles. c>£ aeroplane ty6o».. that» is , 
the ships that can descend, to jt^e.planetfgx: surf ace in aero*: 
dynamh, glides . While the.. Earth * s jatmosphere contains, mainly 
nitrogeh, Venus, has a carbondioxide atrosphere.. There are 
no, strange gasses in Venus's atmospheric envelope -i no elements 
that we do not have on Earth. Diffs^nt types of vegetation' 
certainly can grow and flourish^ in the* Veniislan type air, but 
whether these types are unlike those on Earth, we do not know. 
While our atn»sphere contains 2It free oxygen, the oxygen on 
Venus is believed to exist only^in combinations of elements 
such as in carbondioxide.

As a fish is able to draw;oxygen out of water, a Venusian 
animal might be equipped to separate and use the oxygen In 
carbondioxide, or the animal'8!^metabolisTn might be attuned 
to thriving on other gasses. The only way we can thoroughly 
explore Venus is to visit it ,a8 our ancestors.explored the 
lands beyond the great oceans, and as dur colleagues are< 
currently exploring the Antarctic. 

Since the Venusian atmosphere does not sustain.the.oxygen 
breathing life v/e'^know, we must bring “ it with us, just afil 
a mountainclimber mustjbring a rope to assist him in his 
ascent. , iTit- 

Mars is perhaps evan more romantic than Venus from an 
explorers point of view. In the f ! place, we know’much 
more about Mar^ than ‘any* other planet in the *8*ky} photo¬

WOk believe we can also see. the famous?canals, a web of lines 
criss crossing the, surface of-.the planet. Some scientists 
think that the canals are cracks or narrow valleys^ ^through 
which water is flowing, .thereby providing moisture for a more 
concentrated and more elaborate vegetation. Perhaps a higher 
form of life flourishes in these valleys.

The seasons on Mars are much like those on Earth; when 
summer cornea to the northern hemispherewinten movea in gm 
the soACtherrr^ half of the planet* With large .tsleacopes we- ^ 
can aae howisnow melts in tha-stamiier time, and, at the sao(e 
tlme» noti^ how the ^tseif ax^as become more dietlnot. ?

Phobos is about ten miles in diameter. _ 

Phobos and Deimos are the two tiny satellites of Mars 
estimated (though it ds -hard to be- accurate with thesfir things:, 
that appear, as tiny briight dots under tthe most pQwerfiil tel^ 
scope) as ten and five ntiles in diameter. Stx*ange things have 
been said of them. Intuitiortal- things that should not-must ' 
not - be said, according to the laws. Dean Swift said that ^ 
Mars had two tiny moons, over a hundred years before they were * 
discovered. Guess? Flook? Intuition? Where did Swift 
obtain his infozmiation? Who knows. Perhaps they are an 
artificial construction similar to the space station now being " 
contemplated in the United States of America. Another explan¬ 
ation could be, that the inner satellite, Phobos, is not a 
satellite at all. It keeps too short a periodic time. 

If our world*Were approaching obscuration, with water scarce 
as gold, and with drastic coneervation required, what would a 
highly scientific humanity do? Obviously it would try to 
control the weather. As we now know our weather satellites 
can predict more accurately and aheado f a greater time than 
our previous old fashioned means. Perhaps after all it is 
only an instrument that was or is used to control the weather. 

The pull of gravity on Mars is considerably less than thd; on 
Earth; as a matter of fact, a man weighing 180 lbs on Earth'' 
would weigh only 68 Iba bn Mars. 

Soviet astronomers, who have good opportunities for making 
significant astrpnomical observations from Alma-Ata and 
Tashkent, claim that there are no oceans bn^ Mars, that it*s 
lakes, if emy, are no leu^ger than one twentieth of a square 
mile. These astronomers say that the Martian atmosphere 
contains the same amount of oxygen that we have in high moun¬ 
tainous regions on Earth, as in t he fUiaalyas •• The atmospheric 
pressure on Mars is somewhat less than one pound per square 
inch, as against fourteen & seven tenths for the Earth* Since 
Mars is much further from the Sw than our planet, temperatures 
on Mars are lower. Near the planets equator the temperature 
may rise to fifty or sixty degrees Far. at noon.

protected and SAFB. from the vast terrible dangers which would affect other 
parts. Such places may not be even out of a country but " safe areas" in atv- 
other State of part of a State. 

The warning we feel would come in various ways* and if what we feel has been 

the true " inner light" on this. To masses it would by very brief and a space 

lift needed, to aocomplish such a quick and iomense migration • 

To there the warning would come instinctively well before hand, perhaps not 
altogether recognieed as such . yet a disturbed feeling of unreet. of diseat- 
is faction with their surroundings, to" get out of thie or to QO somewhere 
elee probably to a new land even . 

This operation we feel hae been going on for a long time, and maseet^ of peo¬ 
ple HAVED moved from vital danger areas* to a less vulnerable place.

> poning to many* in and around him and from othetre who have written him around 
the worldaAIready some have " moved" to other areas, from areas which were it^ 
duoated as being vulnerable, this without any mention or persuasion from your 
ISditor. others too are considering doing the same. When asked why. they can't 
exactly define idiy. Just an vmrest or dissatisfaction. 

Recently that very oomaendable and great moving picture. " The Bible" was seen 
by the Editor* It ie a must, many thinge oonfixn eaucer ideae* eepeoially the

At 5.57 today, lYIr. Bubis stopped his taxi in Hamilton Hill to match an objec 
about a mile in front of him. "At first I thought it mas a falling star then rea¬ 
lized it mas travelling horizontally > the tail mas like fire, pink and orange 
then I noticed the saucer itself.

Hotel manager, Bruce niarsden of Greenshields sam an object in the sky at abc 
3.20am, He mas making the hotel rounds mhen he sam a big bright orange object 
passing over the Sman river near Claremont, "lUhat drem my attention to it first m 
the size. I have seen lots of meteors and satellites but they are not as big and 
do not come in on an angle like this one. 

Another Perth man reported seeing a mystery object on the same morning. He 
is Stanley Cooper of East Victoria Park. He sam the object a fern minutes before

mife at the dental hospital and "As I ment to drive amay, I sam it betmeen the 
buildings travelling from UJest to East.

During the past few months several reports of UFO’s have been 
submitted to the society, S have been duly investigated by 
our Investigation Team. 

Very briefly, they are listed below, together with the Team's 
conclusions. 

January 20, 1968. 3.00a.m. 

Three young men from Elizabeth viewed a formation of objects 
pass from West to East, for about 2-3 minutes. A similar 
sighting was also reported by a G.M.H. night watchman in the 
same area (ex R.A.F.). 

A statement appeared in the press regarding Asteroids, but after 
personal discussion between these men and members of the 
Investigation Team, it is felt that the formation was too 
perfect, also the elevation too low, for the objects to be 
asteroids.
